Rising costs of labor involved in 
the manufacture and distribution 
of bakery products, and not higher 
farm prices or greater profits, are 
largely responsible for increases in 
prices of bakery products in recent 
years, the Senate Committee on 
Forestry and Agriculture reported 
recently, Senator Allen J, Ellender 
of Louisiana is chairman of the 
committee. 

A study of operating costs and 
profits in the baking industry con- 
ducted by the committee revealed 
that Daker profits after taxes in the 
first quarter of 1951 averaged 3.4%. 
On a pound loaf of bread, this 
would be approximately one half 
cent. The profit was the smallest 
reported in the past five years. 

“Today s pound of bakery prod- 
ucts reflects 1.9 cents higher costs 
for ingredients and 2.5 cents higher 
costs for manufacturing labor and 
distribution than in 1945," the re-
